PREFAC    E. 


Tiik  following  Collection  of  Part-Music  for  equal  voices 
is  intended  chiefly  for  the  use  of  children  in  schools ; 
hut  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  al-o  assisl  ])uj  ils  further 
advanced,  and  tend  generally  to  promote  the  cultivation 
of  the  art  of  singing. 

It  appears  very  desirable  that  an  endeavour  to  Conn  a 
correct  taste,  and  to  inculcate  good  moral  and  religious 
principles,  should  accompany  the  earliest  instructions  in 
an  art  so  fascinating,  and.  without  such  precaution,  so 
peculiarly  liable  to  be  misemployed.  In  all  the  gifts  of 
Divine  bounty,  when  properly  received,  the  useful  and 
the  agreeable  arc  found  to  be  united  ;  and  it  musl  tend 
materially  t<>  the  well-being  and  happiness  of  men  to  li\ 
in  their  minds  pleasing  and  impressive  sounds,  habitually 
associated  with  sentiments  of  devotional  feeling,  of  moral 
and  religious  truth,  and  of  Christian  charity,  as  well  as 
with  those  of  innocenl  mirth  and  joy. 

It  should,  therefore,  be  a  prominent  objeel  with  all 
persons  engaged  in  the  business  of  education,  to  store 
the  mini!-  of  children  with  music  suited  a-  well  for  the 
expression  of  devotional  feelings  as  for  the  refreshment 
of  the  spirit-  after  labour,  and  the  promotion  of  genera] 
cheerfulness ;  and  it  may  lie  reasonablj  expected  that  the 
benefits  of  such  a  provision  will  remain,  in  after-life,  a 
source  of  innocent  gratification,  and  the  mean-  of  employ- 
ing intervals  of  Leisure  in  a  way  that  will  tend  to  advance 
their  highest  and  best  interests. 

Much  pain-  have  been  taken,  in  the  present  work,  to 
render  the  harmonies  as  perfect  as  possible,  and  to  give  the 


exact  time  in  which  the  mu-ic  should  be  sung.  A  number 
is  placed  at  tlie  hegi  nning  of  each  piece,  indicating  the  length 
of  pendulum  required  to  mark  the  duration  of  each  heat. 
••  A  pendulum  is  made  h\  fastening  a  -mall  weight  t . .  .1 
"  piece  of  ribbon  or  tape,  upward-  of  a  yard  long,  and 
"  marking  inches  on  the  ribbon,  measuring  them  from  the 
••  cntre  df  the  weight.  Thus  12  J*  means  that  the  pen- 
"  dulum  is  to  be  held  at  the  twelfth  inch  from  the  centre 
"  of  the  weight,  by  the  finger  and  thumb,  and  the  wi 
••  suffered  to  swing  freely,  when  it-  vibrations  will  show 
"  the  length  of  the  quavers:  these  vibrations  will  con- 
"  tinue  equal,  if  the  weight  doe-  not  describe  so  large  an 
••  arc  as  to  cause  the  ribbon  to  bend."*  In  using  th<  pendu- 
lum, care  must  he  taken  lo  keep  the  hand  perfect!}  -till. 

An  habitual  attention  to  this  method  of  marking  time 
will  best  reinedv  the  uncertainty  of  the  general  directions 
usually  given;  such  as  quick,  slow,  allegro,  andante, 
&C.  &C.  If  .1  lone  which  is  meant  to  he  livel)  i-  drawled 
out  in  the  performance,  01  if  a  solemn  air  1-  hurried,  the 
whole  effect  will  he  spoiled. 

\\  hen  a  part  in  any  of  the  glees  may  he  dispe 
with,  it  i-  -o  stated  in  the  title,  in  order  to  avoid  the  ial-e 
harmony  frequentlj  occasioned  In  the  omission  of  one 
voice  in  a  piece  which  has  been  arranged  lor  three  or 
four.  The  under  parts  in  the  piece-  for  more  than  two 
voices  may  he  sung  bj  men  taking  the  lowest  pari  .1-  a 
ha—  an  octave  lower  than  it  i-  written.
